r J he Bile thus MMMM* is forced back 
and Regurgitates into the Venal circus 
latmg Blood, and in time if not Remedied, 
the per-iftaltick Motion loofes it's proper 
Action j whilft on the other hand we fee 
when this Obfcruciion is re'icved by Me- 
dicinesj The Bile at jfirlt rushes fo fail into 
the Gut, that the Patient has for feme few 
Days a Diarrhea or Lccfnefs, which is the 
long wifhed for Symptom in that Cafe as 
the Obrliuclicn appcares to Le opened and 
cqnfequently the chief Caufe Removed. 

It is true that moft Authors have fun., 
pofed the Cauie of the Jaundice, to proceed 
from Scirrhcfities of the Liver, but what 
few I have difie&ed, that have died cf th ; s 
Difeafe^ have always found the Veflels 
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fluffed with concreted Stones, and believe 
this Opinion chiefly now prevails. 

But I mult admit (as I believe) that 
the Jaundice is produced from many other 
Caufes, and the late great Dr. Eoerhavs 
with Skill and Judgment, has Learnedly 
described them in a Chapter of his Practical 
Aphorifms ehtituled, Hepatitis et 0erus 
Multiplex. They are fuch as from In- 
carnation of that Vifcus, Callus fsfea'toma, 
Apoftems, Cancers, Extraordinary and Vi- 
olent Efforts of Vomiting, great pertur- 
bations of the Mind, inveterate fi 
chondriack Affections, &c. Eut be pleafed 
to obferve that the two before afHgned, 
(viz.) A Scirrhous Liver, and an Ob- 
ftru&ion of the Biliary Canals, feem to be 
the moil general, and the Latter of widch 
moll feequent. 'i hs 
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The Cafe of Mr. Menzies which was 
communicated to the Royal Society in the-. 
Year 1730, by Dr. Alexand Stewart P-.y- 
fician than to the Queen, plainly convinces 
us that it is irapofiible to have Stooles with* 
out Bile, an Abltract of which may not ba 
in this place improper 

* &lr. Menzies being in the 40th Year of 
c his Age, was wounded in the Gall-Blad- 
c der about three in the Morning Oclcber 
c 50th 1728. 

i I was call'd November 2d. about Ele- 
c ven in the forenoon being the fourth Day

It is aJfb ebferved that the Bowels had 
loft all Motion thro" a Total wavf of Bile 
only ; for a more particular Account, Vid. 
PhilqC ptaaC Abd. Vol. 6. Pr. 3d. Pag 94. 

Dr. Stewart has alio communicated an 
other Cafe of the like Nature, which is 
that of a Serjeant of the Horfe Guards, 
whofe Gail-Bladder was wounded, without 
any other Dowel being much Hurt. The 
Symptoms whilft he Lived (which was only 
feven Days after, the Wound given) were 
a great (Mention of his Belly, but without 
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RucVus or Flatus, upwards or downwards, 
or Borborygmi, no Patfagc by Stool, not- 
withstanding all the Art of the ProfeiTon 
was Adminiltred. Th* further account of 
the Cafe you have in the Scotch Medical 
Eflaya Vol. 3d. Pg. 405, where you will 
find it molt Beautifully defcribed and Eie^ 
pant I y Commented on. 

More Inftances to prove that Coftivencfs 
proccedes generally from an Obftru&ion or" 
the Biliary Canals might be recited • But 
for Brevity fake, lhall only acquaint you 
that whilit a Pupil in Mr. Guys HofpitaJ^ 
1 opehed a Body that had large ftones 111 
the Bile Veil els, fome of which were or a 
Brcwniin Colour, and near as big as Nut- 
megsj, which canted fo great a Reieatioii of

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glncers, nay even Mercury himfelf was not? 
fible to force the Breach, fcr the Patient by 
Dr. Oldfields Order took near a Pound of 
Quick-Silver without any e£e& 3 all which 
I took out of his Stomach after his Bifceafe 
which I believe to this Pay may be fcen at 
the Apothecary's of the hid Ecfpital. 

From hence, it is not to be doubted, bu^ 
the Patient woiUdhave had ftooles, if the 
Goiicretion could hive been Diflodged. 

I aai fenfible that feme time there may 
be other caufes, tho 1 not fo Qbyioiis or 
common, \vh?ch may retard, cr even to- 
tally chccec ihi& VeHnituJer Motion • and 
of the?e,are fuch as, the v. an: of a due 
Energy, cr Activity in the I. He itftlj^ci 
the want of a due Influx o: Animal Spirits 
into the Nerves Tub fervent to the Inteftines, 
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or a confiderable Stoppage of any part of 
the Liteitmal Canal, thro' Spafmodic Con- 
tractions, Volvulus or the Like : and alfo 
I am perfwaded that fome if not all of 
thefe (the Volvulus excepted) do frequently 
happen in the Colic a Pi&avorum, but here 
1 hauft fuppofe the Bile to be funiciently 
pungent, and Irritating, if it had it's due 
Courfe and no fuch Obflru£tion in the 
Inteltines to happen.

"That Children newly Born, and fome- 
times a few Days alter appear with a Dis- 
tthei: I£lritious fufFufion over them, has 
often been taken Notice of by the prudent, 
tender Mother, as well as by Midwifes and 
careful Nurfcsj 

1 his Yellow Tawny difcolouring or* tht 
Skin, is very evidently owing to no other 
Caufe, than that of the Bile (which mult b« 
derived to the Foetus whilit in ytero with 
the Mothers Blood thro' the Umbilical 
Vefiels, and being as yet of no Ufe to this 
tender Babe, is ftored up plentifully in the 
Hepatick Channels and ReferVcir) being 
Hopped from flowing into the Duodenum. 
by the thick and Glewy Mucus, with 

which 
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which the Inteftines at this time abound, 
and by which the Mouth of the Poru* 
Biiarius is ftrongly Obftrufted. 

This Paflage being thus damm'd up,' 
fome part of the plentiful Bile regurgitates 
into the Hepatick Veines and is mixt wkji 
the Circulating Mafs of Blood, which is 
the caufc of a fort of Jaundice and ap^ 
|>earance of the Yellow Hue, 

Probably, leng, tedious, hard, cruel and 
difficult Labours, together with the ftrug- 
ling Efforts of the long confined Infant, tq 
rid the Mother from it's now no more wel- 
come Guefs, and as it were by Initin& of 
Nature flrugling to appear before her, to 
refrefli h$r Spirits, to give comfort and in-» 
ftantly to wipe off the "cruel Tear, by end- 
ing fmiles on all the tired expecting Friends. 

I 
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I fay thefe tedious and almoft infupportable 
Labours xh*C contribute^ often to this re- 
gurgitation of the Bile, and Children with 
fo much Difficulty brought into the World, 
are obferved' not only to be fo difcolour'd, 
but are found exceeding Coltive ) nay I have 
known a Child been Born three l)ays with- 
out a Stool altho' Clyfters/ &e. has been 
adminiftred, As this Cafe too often hap- 
pens, and internals frequently- failei of Re- 
lief ; Natures providential -and 'tender Care 
the Milk feems moft properly ordained for 
Releif, for by it's then and Deterging' qua!, 
lity, k feems wifely adapted to this very 
purpofe, and is capable to force away the 
thick Qbftru&ing Mucus in the Bowels 
and' promote Evacuations, 

As foon as. this Stoppage of the Bile 

comes 
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£ omes to be removed, it flowes copioufly 
into the Bowel; infornuch that in fome of 
the firft Days we generally find the new 
born Babe to be much Griped, and have 
frequently greeniih Bilious Siooles, (called 
by Nurfes Loofnefs) which are owing to 
the great irritation of that Simulating Li- 
quor the $'ik. 

Another Argument of Proof of what I 
have Advanced concerning the force of the 
Bile, may be faken from what is notori- 
oufly obferved in many old People of both 
Sexes, for it is certain that all the Juices of 
fuch are commonly ranker and more acrid 
than in younger People, as appears by their 
Spide, Sweat, Urine, Faeces &c. And con- 
fequently in fuch -the Bile mull be fharper, 
and more Vdlicating (Ceteris, paribus) 

thaa 
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thf.n in younger People, whofe Humours 
arc milder in general. And how great a. 
Number doe we daily fce among the Aged 
dye of Diarrhoeas and Dyfenterics, however 
thefe arc the Symptoms that for the molt 
-part conclude their laft Scenes of Life, and 
many of thefe I am inform'd have fallen 
lately under the furiou* Rage of the pre- 
fent Difteir.ner. 

Having now Explained the chief and 
moil immediate Inftrument, and the man- 
ner how the periftaltick Motion is carried 
on, and aho th3 ill confequ<:nces of th« 
Biliary Pipes being blocked up, as well as 
the fatal Mifchief of the lofs of Bile, I 
fhall now confider the Scat and Symptoms 
with the various coniiftancies of the Stcolei 
in a Dyfentery, and (hew the reafonablc- 
ji^i) of this my Opinion. From 
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From the aforefaid convincing Proofs of 
the general Caufes of a Retention of the 
Fdgccs in the Bowels, we may be sGiired 
that the ftrongcfl Purges cannot Operate, 
neither can Natural Stooles any more be 
Evacuated, than the periiiaJtick Motion be 
carried on without, the Simulating Force 
©f Bile i therefore (vice verfa) it evidently 
appears for Truth, that the Dyfemry is 
caufed by too great a quantify of I'ilieus 
Juices, flowing continually, and too abund- 
antly into the Duodenum, caufed by fome 
Difordcr of the Liver and Gall-bladder, 
from which antes the Griping and Grumb- 
ling pains in the Bowels, which are well 
known to be the firii Symptom cf this Bi- 
feafe, and moil commonly appear two or 
three Days before bad Stcoles fhew them- 

ftlfes. 

TEha 
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This Opinion feveral Centurys paft was 
hinted at by a Judicious tho 5 Ancient Phv- 
fician, yet it has by mofl Modern Writers 
that I have feen, been overlookt, or at leaffc 
fmall notice taken ; The Author I mean 
is ALEXANDER* who was a Grecian, 
and made a great Figure in Phyfick* at 
Rome in the Reign of Juftin Junior, which 
was ui the Year $6$, The Words are, in 
a Weaknefs of the Liver, and Dyfentery y 
Rheubarb is good. 

The Conjunction here made of the Liver 
■with the Dyfentery, is evident Proof that he 
believed, that the former was affected in 
fuch a Difeafe. 

That a Dyfentery ^fo many Years fince 
was known appears plain from his ordering 
Rkeubarb. For he mentions it only as an

of Rheubarb. 

Dr. William Cockburne late of London 
fo far Efpoufes this Opinion as to fay, 
that when a Flux proceeds from indigested 
Food, Fruits or fuch like, it is cafy of

difficult. 

It is no fin ill Sati.sfa£Hcn to find my 
Hypothecs nearly tally wi:h not only that 
of Alexander's, who was the great ell in 

his 
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his Age, but alfo with that of fo Emmi- 
lient a Modern Writer. 

By all Hands it is agreed, that this Dis- 
temper has been ( more fevere and frequent 
than heretofore, but it is not to be won- 
der'd at, when we confider and Examine 
the ftrong predifpofing Caufe that contri- 
buted to render the Dyfentery more Ob- 
ftinate and Fatal' than Uiuil (viz.) That 
there were fiix or Qvzn Months of conti- 
nual Dry and very Hot Weather, which 
made the Blood more adult, and confe- 
qtlently all it's Secretions, particularly th$ 
Jjile new much more acrid^ than in 
an ordinary courfe of Seafonable Weather ; 
TheOyls and Salts of which the Bile is 
chiefly com pc fed, b?fog by means of the 
extraordinary Heat, and Drought very 

greatly exalted (as the Chymijxs Phrafe It.)

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Befide from fuch Gmfe$ we have te$ 

much reafon to fufpect that the Glands ill 

die Myfentery became considerably ob^ 

ft meted, and alfo of confequence the 

• Lacteal Veflels which pafs thro 5 them, which 

ought to receive a confiderable Mixture of 

thin foft Lymph, infomuch that a great 

part of the Chyle and Lymphatick Juice i$ 

now hindered by fuch Qhftru&ion from 

performing it's natural Courfe, and A feems 

to be much bereeved of the neceffary fup- 

ply of thofe mild Fluids. 

From hence we may learn that all MeV 
dicines which open and Deobttruft thofe 
Glands, are of moll Eminent Service in the 
Cure of Laxes, Diarrheas and Dyfenterys. 

To Proceed ■ From the firft Attack to 

it's fatal Period. The Patient complaines of 

a Violent inward Heat in his Stomach and 

by 
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by defiring his Hand to the place of Pain, 

the right Side is rather pointed at, and that 

part of the Diaphragm to which the Liver 

is by it's broard Ligament tyed to j which 

Demoiirlrates that the Heat complained of 

is from an Incarnation of the Liver ^ for it is 

ffimated fo advantagicufiy as to cover part 

of the Stomach, being ordain 'd to afliUfc 

dig; fling the Ailiment therein, as well as 

the immediate Organ for Secreting the Bile 

from the Elcod, therefore if there is a Dis- 

temperature of the Liver, the Hepatick 

Juices will become vitiated and Depraved. 

If we reflect on the largenefs of the Liver 

(which in Adults is about four pounds) it 

v.ill appear that Providence forefaw the 

Neceflity of fecreting a large quantity of 

Pile, as bekig abfclutely neceflary for the 

well Being of the Animal Syftem, and tho' 

the 
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the Gall-Bladder is very fnjall in. Proportion 
to the Liver (being not above the fize of a 
fmall Hcan'a Egg) Yet in health;' Bodies- 
it is a fumcient Refervoir for acpepting-ail 
that the Liver prepares, becaufe ikwlpzSEd 
continually ^ keeps drilling fmall portions 
into the Gut Duodenum for the Ufes before 
mentioned. 

As this is the State in a healthy Consti- 
tution, fo will it appear contrary in fome 
Inflamatory Diforders of the Liver, for the 
Gall-Bladder being feated in a Depredion 
on the Concave fid.*, is fubjefl: to be com- 
preftor fqueezed by every (welling or Dis- 
tention of the Former, and to fo great a 
degree as to be incapable of retaining i; ? s 
proper Contents viijlke Qfic Bik ; there- 
fore, inficad of diftlling llowly the U-^. 
tiek into the Bowels, it is compelled dfo to

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difcharge S^with great Precipitation and 
force, having it's fides not only compreft, 
but alfo it's Coates relaxed. 

Another Caufe of the Dyfentery is chiefly 
from the Southerly Air, that in one time of 
the Year blows here, and as focn as the 
Wind begins to Chop about to the South- 
ward, Dyfentery "S .make their appearance, 
for then as it were the natural Clymate is 
altered, the Air being at fuch times more 
rrxift, Phlegmy and Light, than when it 
was Nother'y, therefore it is not to be 
wender'd at, that the Humane Structure 
becomes too much unbraced; and when fo, 
the confequence will be a Relaxation of 
the Liver and other Secretory Organs, they 
being by their natural Structure more fub- 
jccl to be Unbraced.

That the Body becomes Relaxed in a 
moiit, Light, and Damp Air, is fuflidU 
ently proved by the Earometer ; for in fuch 
Air the Mercury always falls, whilit in a 
bright, fharp and ferene one it arifes high, 
and Dr. Hally fays he has found, that the 
c riling of the Mercury in the Barometer 
c haftily, forebodes an Eaft or North-Eaft 
* Wind. 

c jThat the falling of the QmckHlver por- 
c tends Southerly or Wefterly Winds, inter J 
c mixt now and then with Showers of Rai». 

Now as much Rain almoil always Sets 
in with the Southerly-winds, this Ifiand is 
fubje£l to in one Seafon oi the Year, it is 
not greatly to be wondefd at, that Sick- 
nefs takes it's Birth or Date from thence, 
for moift Vapour's being cxhailed from 
the Earth, the Weight and EUflic Force 
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of the Afmofphere is Diminifhed. 

That fuch damp Air will cnufe a Re- 
lation of the Liver, and alio on the Gall- 
Bladder, is very evident from the lowncfs 
of Spirits which is felt by the A filiated at 
fuch times, as well as by all Hypochon- 
clriacks; for the pores of the Skin being 
Hopped up the Materia Perfpirabflis is 
forced inwards upon the Inteftines; and 
when ever the excretion of the Peripirable 
Matter (which is much greater than all 
other excretions of the Human Body put 
together) is inverted and precipitated on 
the IiiteftineSj it falls thro' them as it were 
in a Hood, Vellidatihg, and corroding their 
inward Membranes, and Ulcerating the 
the Mouths of their exhaling VefTsft, cc- 
cafioniftg thereby many of the fevcre Symp- 
toms that attend this Dktcmper. 

Now 
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Now let us fuperadd this circumflance, 1 
of inverted perfpiratory Matter being forc'd 
violently into the Inteftinal VeffeJs, to What 
has already been related, of the Dire 
Effects of the Bile, and we fhall be able to 
Form a clear and juft Idea of the Diftem- 
per, that yet too much Reigns^ and has 
hitherto occafion'd fuch Fatality amongft 
all forts of People in this Iiland.

From every one's Obfervati>n, it is 

evident 
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fcvidefnt thdt a North-Eafl: Wind Is moft 
Wealthy to this Ifland, but it is the con^ 
traty in England, for when the Wind blows 
Cut of this quarter every Perfon muffles up to 
fcreen himfelf as much as poffible from it, 
for Difeafes are well known at fuch times, 
to be more rile or frequent and more efpe- 
aally the Liver is obferved to be greatly 
affe&ed, and very often fhews it fclf Di- 
fcafed by figns of an approaching Jaundice, 
& Diflettiper ftrictly and exactly reverfe to

Having laid my great Strefs en the 
Cyftic" Bile as being chiefly the caufe of 
Dyfentcrys, when by any means it is either 
perv&ted by/Air> or fore'd out of it's

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Hidus fa too great a quantity, by an In, 
flamation of the Liver, &c. I beg leave to 
remark that in all Inflamatory Diforders th* 
Liver and Bile are more or lefs affected. 

This Dr. Deideir a French Phyfician has 
Obferved, and fays that ferfons who hayft 
died of Malignant Feavers, have their Bil$ 
of a Grafs Greaa Colour, and that tHoffe 
who in the Year 172 1 died of the Plague ac 
Mar feilles, had their Livers enlarged tQ 
double thair natural Seize, as well a$ 
ftvtieCi with Blood, and alfo their Gall blad* 
ders, full of black and greeniili £ile r 

I have hinted this to fliew that the Bile 
is fubj& to undergo alterations by Difsafe? 
as well as capable to procure a Diftemper, 
when it's fecretions and excretions, are ; 3- 
fe£&ve, or when i| is not fad iVttural healthy 
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State, and the Do&or further obferves, that 
the Bile or a Perfon who dies of the Plague, 
will kill either when it is outwardly ap-. 
plied to wounds or injected into the Veines, 
and this he has many times made Experi- 
ments of upon Animals. 

Having now given you my Opinion of 
the Caufes of the Diitemper here treated 
of, I fhall humbly fubmit it to your Confw 
deration, whillt kaft my Eye upon fome of 
the chief Symptoms that the Patients are 
afBicWi with, and fhall endeavour to point 
out their different States.
